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In closing my report to the citizens of St. George, 
I want to call your attention to the rapid increase 
of cars and trucks in the town. In 1924 we had 
224 cars and trucks, valued at $45,365.00. The tax 
on same was $1,950 69. This year we have 305 
cars and trucks valued at $79,635.00. The tax on 
same was $3,663.21, an increase of 81 cars and a 
increase of tax $1,612.52. This to my mind shows 
that the auto is a big factor in paying for our roads 
in summer and clearing our roads in winter. As 
the amount of $2,000.00 for summer roads and 
bridges and $1500.00 for clearing roads in winter 
equal $3,500.00 

We also had in town at the first of April 1138 
horses, and a tax on same of $331.20. It was 
only through the kindness of Mr. Morris and Mr. 
Hopkins that I was able to find suitable teams for 
the road machine, from the fact that it is the hardest 
kind of work on the road today. To my mind some- 
thing should be done to give us better roads in sum- 


mer and keep our roads open in winter at less ex- 


pense than at the present time. Our tax rates at 
the present time is as high as we can afford, there- 
fore it seems to me that every voter, man and wom- 
an should use their best judgment, and give these 
facts their best consideration. 

We built 1200 feet State Aid road at Port Clyde; 
1600 feet Third Class road at Clarks Island Turn 
Road; 850 feet permanent road in Dist. No. 10, 
also graveled the Light House Road, Watts Ave., 
Wallston Road, Elmore Road and repairs at Horse 


Point, Wheelers Bay bridge and road, Long Cove 


bridge, and road in addition to our regular sum- 
mer work.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and citiz- 
ens of St. George: 

The schools of St. George, during the present 
school year have been conducted on the same lines 
as in recent years, and with gratifying success. The 
pupils are reasonably proficient and well governed. 
Attempts have been made from time to time to 
adopt such new methods as seemed to be of real 
value and were not too expensive. 

Our citizens, when inclined to speak disparage- 
ingly of the work of our schools, should realize that 
our teachers are expected to do the same amount of 
work in each grade as is done in larger towns and 
to take four or five weeks less to do it. Moreover, 
some of our teachers have five or six grades where 
in larger towns two or three are the rule. 

To increase the length of the school year would 
cost about two hundred dollars a week. 

Last year the town raised three hundred dollars 
more for common schools than in recent years,-with 
the evident intention of sanctioning a new school 
conveyance route to Wiley’s Corner. This route 
costs very nearly five hundred dollars. To maintain © 
our schools at the standard of recent years six 
thousand dollars should be raised. This would be . 
an increase of five hundred dollars over that of four 
or five years ago, but this is more than offset by the 
smaller appropriations asked for Textbooks and 
some of the other accounts. 

The work of the High School is very gratifying. 
The course of study has been improved steadily and 
the scholarship of the last two graduating classes 
has been exceptional. The class of 1925 was a 
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credit to the school both in number and in scholar- 
ship. ? 

There is a substantial balance in the textbook ac- 
count. We do not believe this has been done at the 
expense of efficiency. We have tried to buy care- 
fully what books were needed. 


The supplies account was overdrawn, partly be- 
cause of the large purchases of apparatus for the 
Physics laboratory. This was unavoidable. The 
expenditures in this department should not be so 
large this year but the appropriation should be more 
nearly commensurate with the needs. 


The necessity of buying a new furnace for the 
high school building was the cause of the overdraft 
of the repairs account. I had, in previous reporis, 
called the attention of the town to the need of a 
new heating plant as a means of efficiency and 
economy, but as funds had not been provided, noth- 
ing was done until one of the furnaces had to be re- 
placed. 

During the year a new toilet and woodshed was 
built at Long Cove. The high school building was 
repaired and painted and various minor repairs were 
made at the other schoolhouses. _ The State Equali- 
zation money received in December was designated 
for the construction of toilets. A toilet has been 
built at Clark Island at a cost of $175.00 and others 
should be built at Martinsville and Wheeler’s Bay. 

Several of the schoolhouses are in need of paint, 
those at Long Cove and Martinsville being perhaps 
_ the most needy in this respect. 

I believe the committee has a right to be proud of 
its wise stewardship of the towns School money dur- 
ing the year now closing. Some things which were 
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planned could not be accomplished, but the needed 
work will not be postponed long. 


ATTENDANCE OFFICERS 


According to the law every town must have at- 
tendance officers to assist in the enforcement of the 
compulsory attendance law. A town may be 
penalized for not maintaining these. The committee 
may elect these but cannot compel those elected to 
qualify. The committee has found it very difficult 
to secure these officers. It seems to me that this 
should in some way receive the attention of the 
town, as it is the town that will be answerable to 
the state. 


FLAGS AND FLAGPOLES 


The law of our state requires that the schools be 
provided with flags and flagpoles. The money for 
these may not be taken from any other school ac- 
count but must be provided in a separate account. 
This law should be obeyed. I recommend that at 
least $50 be appropriated for this purpose. 


SEAL HARBOR SCHOOL 


At the last annual town meeting the school com- 
mittee was instructed to consult an attorney con- 
cerning the bill presented by the town of South 
Thomaston for a part of the expense of remodeling 
the Seal Harbor schoolhouse in 1924. 

The attorney advised the committee that as a mat- 
ter of equity the town of St. George had obligations 
in the matter and recommended that the committee 
of the towns get together and come to an agreement. 
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The State Commissioner of Education was consulted 
and according to his instructions a new bill smaller 
than the first was made the basis of an agreement. 

The fact that a lack of understanding of the true 
status of the school was responsible for the town of 
South Thomaston acting independently in the mat- 
ter and for certain good citizens of St. George be- 
lieving that that their town had no Obligations in 
this affair has influenced the committees of the towns 
to draw up a set of rules governing this school in 
the future. 


AGREEMENT 


The school at Sea] Harbor, in the town of South 
Thomaston shall be managed by the Superintending 
School Committee of the town of South Thomaston 
for the children of Sea] Harbor, those living in parts 
of the towns of South Thomaston and Saint George. 

The expenses of the school shall be borne by 
towns of South Thomaston and St. George each 
paying in proportion to its number of pupils on the 
school register for the school year. 

All repairs likely to cost over one hundred dol- 
lars shall be determined by a joint action of the 
school committees of the two towns. 

The teacher must be some person who has the ap- 
proval of the committees of the two towns. 
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The building shall be insured to cover possible 
loss by fire. The expense of remodeling the Seal . 
Harbor schoolhouse in 1924 shall be borne by the 
two towns, each paying in proportion to the num- 
ber of pupils it had on the school register for the 
school year 1923-24. 

South Thomaston is to pay $1,277.56. 

Saint George is to pay $585.54. 

Of the sum to be paid by Saint George, $185.54 is 
to be paid during the school year 1925-26, and the 
sum of two hundred dollars is to be paid on each 
of the following years. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Selectmen and 
all others who have cooperated with me in school 
work.
